Mexican federal forces proceeded I 
today to complete their occupa- j 
Hon of Chihuahua in a movement 
which will confine the rebellion to 
Sonora and a small section of Sin* 
ola. 
General Almazan, commanding 
the army of the north, entered 
Chihuahua City 
last night 
and 
found it had been evacuated by 
the rebels 24 hours before. 
Jaurez today is in the hands of 
a small rebel rear guard and no 
opposition to its occupation is ex­ 
perted. The main forces that cap­ 
tured the town last month depart­ 
ed last night for an unannounced 
destination. 
The plans of the reb­ 
el leaders were in doubt.

It was conser­ 
vatively estimated that at least 
5,000 visitors would have to be 
moved back and forth Monday 
and Tuesday, besides the many 
thousands who would 
furnish 
their own transportation. 
One transportation problem 
was offered in the movement at 
the right time and quickly of

It is esti­ 
mated that a t least 2,500 bands­ 
men will he here for that occa­ 
sion, and they will have to be 
moved on schedule. 
The decision of the meeting 
was to arrange for at least one 
and possibly two shuttle trains 
of eight cars to run on a thirty 
minute schedule, and at least 
ten special busses of maximum 
capacity. 
This was the lowest 
estimate of the facilities requir­
